THEHUGHES BOOM 


Republican Club Indorses the 


Governor for President, 
Only Nine Dissenting 
Votes Being Cast. 


SHUN ROOSEVELT’S NAME. 


Resolution Urging an Unin- 
structed Delegation to Con- 
vention is Put Down 
with a Roar. 


New York, Dec. 23.—[Special. ]—Aster bury- 
ing under a thunderous avalanche of “ noes ” 
a resolution stamped with what was alleged 
to be the O. K.“ of the White house, de- 
claring against pledged delegations from 
any state at present, the Republican club 
tonight, by an overwhelming vote, indorsed 
Gov. Hughes for president. 7 

Job E Hedges, who lunched at the White 
house last Wednesday, offered the anti- 
Hughes resolution, which was neatly dis- 
guised in few honeyed words of praise for 
the gov r, but which opposed the pledg- 
ing of any delegates until the opportunity 
shall have been offered for all the candidates 
toexpress their views on republican policies." 

The Hedges resolution received only three 
votes, and then the original Hughes resolu- 
tion, introduced a week ago by A. B. Hum- 
phrey, and printed and sent out by mail 
to every member during the last seven days, 
was passed by an overwhelming vote. 


Only Nine Oppose Resolution. 
Of the more than 300 members of the club 
present, only nine voted against the reso- 
lution. The resolution was as follows: 


Resolved, That the Republican club of the city 
of New York indorses Gov. Charles Evans Hughes 
as the republican candidate for the presidency of 
the United States of America in 1908, and in- 
vites the co-operation of kindred organizations 
and of the people generally throughout the city 
and state and nation te seoure his nomination and 
election. 

President Charles H. Young presided. The 
meeting, which was one of the largest in the 
history of the club, was noticeable for the 
fact that President Roosevelt's name was not 
once mentioned. 

After Mr. Humphrey, Edward Wetmore 
of the University club, and James Talcott 
had spoken for the Hughes resolution, Mr. 
Hedges sprung his resolution. After pre- 
senting his resolution, he said: 

“I have not been asked by Mr. Parsons, 
chairman of the county committee, to offer 
this resolution and I have not been ordered 
by the White house to do so. The mere fact 
that I had luncheon at the White house 
a few days ago, after waiting six years for 
an invitation, does not indicate that this 
resolution came from higher up. I will say, 
however, that I prefer an in to an 
order any time. e 


“Not Result of Disappointment.” 

“The original resolution before you wae 
introduced for a certain purpose, and I am 
not an expert in ascertaining the color of the 
band wegon The thing I want is a band 
wagon with enough seats for the republicans 
of all the states. There is somebody in this 
show who wants office or has office now, and 
they want to get all the seats on the band 
wagon and leave none for anybody else. 

“TI have no doubt it will be reported to 
Gov. Hughes tomorrow that Job Hedges is 
cutting under him because he was not ap- 
pointed a member of the public service com- 
mission. I know Gov. Hughes, and I know 
him to be an upright, able man; but what 
has that got to do with the tariff schedule? 

This substitute resolution I have offered 
will get Gov. Hughes more votes in the na- 
tional convention than the other one. I do 
not have to have my opinion vised by the man 
who has the appointive power.” 


Friends Rally to Defense. 

Senator Saxe, who framed the resolution 
sidetracked by the republican county com- 
mittee, attended the meeting. He sailed into 
Hedges the moment the latter finished. 

“The remarks of the last speaker,” said 
Senator Saxe, would have come with better 
grace if it had not been for the fact that he 
outlined what sort of a man Gov. Hughes 
wasat considerable length, and publicly, only 
a few months ago, when he seconded his 
nomination. It is too late for him to come 
back and question the republicanism of Gov. 
Hughes at this time. I believe that the Re- 
publican club represents the sentiment of 
republicans in this city much more accurate- 
ly than does the republican — commit- 
tee. 

Ex-Congressman W. H. Douglas, whe was 
one of the other speakers, said: 

I believe we should all unite on Hughes. 
He deserves our whole hearted support. We 
ought to lay aside factionalism, get right be- 
hind the governor, and goto the republican 
national convention at Chicago determined 
to see him nominated.” 


„Need Aggressive but Sane Man.” 

James 8. Lehmaier, a prominent member 
of the West Side Republican club, said: 

It seems unmistakable that the sentiment 
of this meeting is overwhelmingly in favor of 
Gov. Hughes. The county committee, at its 
last meeting, professed a desire to be advised 
as to what the sentiment of the republicans 
of this city is. I think we have a splendid 
opportunity of enlightening it on that ques- 
tion. 

In the next campaign we need not only an 
aggressive man, but a man with sane and 
sober logic for our standard bearer if we 
shall hope to win. Gov. Hughes has demon- 
strated that he embodies both these quall- 
tles.

FIRE AS THEY FLEE IN CROWD;

Downtown Shoppers Watch Alleged 


Robbers in Flight and See Daring Es- 
cape Over Illinois Central Parapet. 


Through crowds of Christmas shoppers 
in the downtown streets two alleged robbers 
fied last night, returning with reckless aim 
the fire of detectives and store watchmen 
who pursued them. 

Through Grant park on the lake front they 
dashed, then found themselves blocked by 
the stone wall that divides the park from 
the Illinois Central tracks twelve feet below.

TRACTION HEARING IS UP. 


Agreed That Union Traction Proper- 
ties Must De Sold as Unit. 


Ad. Milton J. Foreman, chairman of the 
council committee on local transportation, 
announced yesterday that as soon after New 
Tears as possible the committee would take 
up and try to dispose of the question of what 
can be done to relieve the various troubles 
of the union loop. Mr. Foreman said that 
as far as he was personally concerned he was 
still of his old opinipn that the best thing 
which could be done to help the situation until 
a permanent cure was found in a subway 
system was to stop all elevated trains at stub 
end terminals bordering the loop. He would 
then transfer such passengers ag wanted to 
go further to shuttle trains,“ which would 
use the loop as a belt line. 

All of the many other which have 
been suggested will, however, be considered 
by the committee, and if anybody has any 
new one which looks feasible he is invited to 

it along. 

It is doubtful, however, if the committee 
can really get down to earnest work in the 
matter until well into February. Most of its 
members also belong to the finance commit- 
tes, and that body will be kept busy on the 
annual appropriation bill for more than a 
month after Jan. 1. 


Traction Hearing Continued. 
At the suggestion of all concerned Judge 
Grosscup continued the hearing of the Union 
Traction case until Thursday after enough 
progress had been made to show there was 
no further friction between the parties mainly 
in interest. Attorney Henry Crawford, say- 
ing he represented one stockholdeg and one 
bondholder as well as himself, objected 
strenuously to everything which was done, 


but not much attention was paid to his ob- 


jections. 

The first evidence of a final agreement 
having been reached was shown when Attor- 
ney Brainard Tolles for the Guaranty Trust 
company of New York said his company had 
made a contract with the Chicago Railways 
company which would be signed as soon as 
the railways company drew it up.

‘Since my brother’s 
death it has been in my possession, but I have 
not taken any active part in the management 
of the businese and know absolutely nothing 
about how it has been conducted.“ 

„ Weeps When Told of Indictment. 
© dee. Newton has felt keenly the disgrace 
attending the indictment; When informed 
by his attorney of the action of the grand 
jury on Saturday he wept, Both Mr. New- 
ton and his wife of late years have been 
constant in attendance at the First Baptist 
church, 

Mrs. Newton maintains a brave front, and 
all day stood between her husband and per- 
song who might bother him.’ 

“Mr. Newton is absolutely innocent of 
any wrongdoing in connection with this case,’ 
she sald. He has had nothing to do with 
the milk business in five years, he has had 
nothing to do with any meetings of any kind, 
and he knows nothing about these prices. 
Things will take a turn, however, soon, and 
then these people who have been making auch 
terrible statements about him will be sorry.“ 


Accused Dealers File Bonds. 

In the ‘meantime ail of the big dealers 
were making the most of the remaining few 
hours to file bonds before detectives were 
sent out to serve capiases from the state’s 
attorney. Some of the dealers’ bonda were 
signed by friends and business associates, 
but the greater number of them were fur- 
nished by surety companies. The amount, in 
each case, was $3,000. 

The only defendants who had not furnished 
bonds last night, when the judges left th- 
Criminal Court building, were Thomas Yore, 
the corporation of Kee & Chapell, and the 
Ira J. Mix Dairy company. Mr. Mix had 
furnished bonds for himself and did not se- 
cure bonds for his firm only because of the 
fact that there was some doubt as to the 
neceseity for doing so. This question will 
be settled this morning. 

Of hardly less importance to the same milk 
dealers were the prosecutions in Judge Sco- 
vel's court, in which they were attacked from 
another quarter. After a hot argument, 
which consumed the entire afternoon, as to 
the constitutionality of the ordinance under 
which the milk dealers were prosecuted for 
using short bottles, Judge Scovel fined 
ten dealers who pleaded gullty. 


Case Going to Supreme Court. 

The Bowman Dairy company, on which a 
fine of §150 was imposed, asked for a stay 
of sentence, declaring that it would take 
the case to the Supremecourt. Judge Scovel 
granted the delay.

NEAR PEACE PACT. 


O’Brien and Redmond Forces 
Agree to Work Together 
On Some Things. 


CATCH NOTED DISTURBER 


Ginnell, Convicted of Cattle 
Rushing, Arrested After 
a Long Chase. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 28. — The series of confer. 
ences looking. towards the reconciliation of 
William O’Brien, nationalist member of par- 
Hament for Cork, and the parliamentary 
party, of which John E. Redmond js chair- 

man, resulted today in an agreement on oer- 
tain propositions. 

Mr. Redmond and Mr. O’Brien both say 
they see no reason why their forces should 
not unite to prevent any one from fighting 
the cause of self-government in Ireland and 
to work for every meas of amelioration 
which it may be possible to obtain from 
either of the English parties, for a university 
settlement acceptable to the Oatholics of Ire- 
land, for the complete abolition of landlord- 
ism, and for financial redress. 

Mr. Redmond would not agree to the imme 
diate calling of a national convention. He 
said one could not be held until about Easter. 


Mr. O’Brien also demanded that the conven- 
tion be summoned on a new basis of repre- 
sentation, but Mr. Redmond declined to ac- 
cede to this on the ground that only the con- 
vention itself had the power to change the 
basis of representation. 

Nervy Disturber Is Arrested. 

The police today arrested Lawrence m- 
nell, nationalist member of parliament for 
the North division of Westmeath. Ginnell 
recently was sentenced to serve six months’ 
imprisonment for contempt of court in urging 
cattle raids. 

The arrest marks the end of a long chase 
in which Ginnell repeatedly braved the of- 
cers and placed himself almost in their power, 
relying on the efforts of his friends to pre- 


. tect him. 


Time and again he has appeared at meet- 
ings, urged violence, and, surrounded by his 
supporters, defied the officers. When they 
would attempt to reach him, he would slip 
through the crowds, disguising himself as he 
went, and appear later in another place. 


Capture Follows Dramatic Scene. 

Hig capture today followed a dramatic 
appearance at a demonstration at Killucan, 
held in sympathy with the cattle driving 
prisoners just liberated from Kilmainham 
prison. 

Throwing off his disguise, Ginnell an- 
nounced his intention to surrender, but again 
evaded a hundred policemen who were wait- 
ing and made his escape after addressing 
the crowd, which closed in to protect him. 

Finding themselves foiled, the police 
started off on bicycles and tracked the fugi- 
tive to the residence of his father-in-law at 
Kilbride, ten miles distant, where they ar- 
rested him. 


CHINESE SOLDIERS IN MUTINY. 


Nine Hundred Rebels Pillage Villages 
and Fight Off Force Sent to 
Subdue Them. 


VLADIVOSTOK, Dec 28.—News has been 
received of the mutiny, a fortnight ago, of a 
detachment of Chinese soldiers near Aigun, 
in Manchuria. The men murdered their offi- 
cers and marched toward Tsitsikhar, pillag- 


| ing villages and robbing caravans on the 


way. 

A force of 500 cavalrymen, together with 
some artillery, was sent in pursuit and yéé- 
terday fought the mutineers, who numbered 
900 men. 

The encounter was not final, however, and 
the insurgents continued toward Tsitsikhar 
by another route.

SHORT MEASURE MILE. 

The position of the milk dealers who 
now are under public censure will not be 
improved by evidence that milk and cream 
are being sold in bottles which are not up 
to standard. In the matter of raising the 
price of a commodity there can be no de- 
ception. The consumer has to pay what 
is charged. But there is a petty mean- 
ness connected with every instance of 
short weight or short measure which 
makes that sort of fraud seem particu- 
larly contemptible. With what must be 
an exceedingly small gain in an individ- 
ual instance the patron is cheated with- 
out knowing it. Perhaps by chance the 
discovery is made that a bottle contains 
less of milk or cream than is proclaimed 
by the words blown in thé glass as the 
law provides. 

Such a discovery always shakes the 
faith which must be at the bottom of 
every business transaction. Coming right 
on the heels of the collector who an- 
nounces a raise in the price of milk, the 
finding of a short measure bottle justly 
makes the customer indignant. To raise 
the price and then turn around and cheat 
in the quantity charged for is enough to 
destroy all confidence in the dealer and 
to make every patron sympathetic with 
the efforts of the law to bring punishment 
to the malefactors. 

The attempt of the milkmen to place 
the blame on the bottle makers is really 
a bit of humor. That so many - bottles 
‘should happen to be a little short is sur- 
prising, to say the least. The dealers 
have had sufficient warning about their 
bottles. They have had plenty of time 
to secure new ones up to the standard, 
They have been clearly aware of a city 
ordinance covering just that sort of petty 
Imposition on consumers.

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CROWDS AND A "SUBWAY. 
The Christmas shoppers pack the down- 
town stores and sidewalks. The crowds 
are denser than last year.

The notion of two until now carefully 
reared girls, just entering on their teens, 
growing up at Sofia, without the watchful 
supervision of a mother, a grandmother, or 
a devoted aunt, and exposed to all the evils 
of excessive adulation and of undisciplined 
surroundings, and of court intrigues of every 
description, is not agreeable to contemplate; 
and for this reason Prince Ferdinand must 
be warmly commended in consulting the in- 
terests of his children, rather than those of 
his heart. 

He himself ts a portly, prematurely aged 
man of 47, whose pretensions to the hand of 
the fascinating Princess Beatrice of Saxe- 
Coburg, sister of the crown princess of 
Roumania and of the Grand Duchess Cyril 
of Russia, was rejected in the most contempt- 
uous manner by her a year ago, on the score 
of his years, the denial published by her 
mother ot the report of their betrothal being 
couched in language of the most unusual na- 
ture, extremely humiliating to the prince. 

Princess Eleanor of Reuss, whose hand he 
has now secured, is his senior in years, is a 
charming woman, but shines more by graces 
of character and of heart than of appear- 
ance. Her entire life has heen spent on the 
Reuss estates in lower Austria, so that she Is 
to all intents and purposes an Austrian. 
Moreover. she is, like the other members of 
her family, a Lutheran, and her marriage 
to Prince Ferdinand is calculated to still 
further allenate him from the church of 
Rome, in which he was bornandreared. He 
has been debarred from its sacraments ever 
since he caused his eldest boy, Crown Prince 
Boris, who had been christened as a Roman 
Catholic (in accordance with pledges given to 
the vatican and to the parents of the child's 
mother), to be converted at the age of 2, to 
the Orthodox Greek Rite, which is the na- 
tional church of Bulgaria. 

Indeed, Prince Ferdinand is today, to all 
intents and purposes, in a state of minor ex- 
communication, and he is known to be so 
mueh emhittered by his treatment on the part 
of the vatican that he has been reported to be 
on several occasions on the eve of abandon- 
ment of Roman Catholicism for some other 
denomination. His two littledaughters have 
thus far been brought up as Catholics. 
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At Madrid a royal child has become the in- 
voluntary cause of what threatens to develop 
into a full fledged ministerial crisis, and 
probable wreck of the cabinet. The contro- 
versy which has arisen, and which is heing 


animosity, in political, official, and court cir- 
cles, relates to the question as to the annuity 
to be paid by the national treasury to the 7 
year old infant, Alfonso, nephew of the 
king, and who, until the birth of the latter's 
son last spring, was heir presumptive to the 
crown. The boy is the only son of King Al- 
fonso’s sister, Dona Mercedes, who died three 
years ago as princess of Asturias, and 
whose widowed husband, Prince Charles of 
Bourbon, married the other day, en secondes 
noces, Princess Louise of Orleans, at Wood 
Norton, in England. 

Strictly speaking, none of the scions of the 
reigning house of Spain has any claim on 
the treasury for allowances, save those who 
are infants and infantas by birth—that is to 
say, the children of the king and queen of 
Spain, and the children of the prince of 
Asturias. The other members of the reign- 
ing family may, or may not, be created in- 
fants and infantas, by royal patent, and asan 
actofgrace. But this does not give themany 
right to an annuity, or to a share in the civil * 
list. Now, little Prince Alfonso is an infant 
by decree, and not by birth, precisely in the 
same way as his father, Prince Charles of 


It may be remembered that the present 
king was not born until several months after 
the death of his father, Alfonso XII., and in 
the interval his eldest sister, the late Dona 
Mercedes, occupied the throne as queen, 
abandoning it to her brother on his advent 
into the world. She thereupon was invested, 
as his next heir, with the dignity of princess 
of Asturias, which she held until her death. 

On her abandonment of the throne in 1886 
the cortes enacted a law, not only endowing 
her as princess of Asturias with an allowance 
from the treasury of $50,000 a year but like- 
wise decreeing that any princess who had 
held the title of printess of Asturias should 
enjoy that income for the remainder of her 
life, having in view the possibility that some 
day the then baby king might marry, and 
have a son who would become prince of 
Asturias, thus compelling the princess to 
surrender the dignity. 
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When Dona Mercedes died, her income 
ceased. Her husband and her children con- 
tinued to make their home in the royal palace 
with King Alfonso and his mother, Queen 
Christina, and, therefore, no necessity arose 
for demanding any extra allowance. Nor 
was it considered wise to invest the little boy 
with the title of prince of Asturias, in view 
of the fact that the king’s marriage was al- 
ready on the tapis, and it was regarded ag 
preferable to wait and see whether the sov- 
ereign’s union would be blessed with any 
children, before taking any steps in the mat- 
ter. 

Consequently, little Prince Alfonso was 
proclaimed, not prince of Asturias, but mere- ; 
ly “infant, heir to the throne.’’ Now, that 
the king has married, and has a son of his 
own, the Infant Alfonso has not only lost 
his status as heir presumptive, but has also 
been forced, along with his sister, his father, 
and the latter’s Frénch hride, to seek a new 
home in lieu of the royal palace, and they are 
moving into a fine mansion, which has been 
recently completed, near the entrance of the 
Prado. This has led to the question being 
raised as to the annuity of the infant. 

At court it is urged that the boy, having o- 
cupted the position of heir presumptive from 
the time of his mother’s death in October, 
1904, until the birth of King Alfonso's son 
last June, should be regarded as entitled 
to an annuity of $50,000 a year for the re- 
mainder of his days, in accordance with the 
spirit, though not the letter, of the law of 
1886, enacted in favor of his mother, 
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It is argued that if this is withheld, he 
should at any rate be entitled to the an- 
nuity of $30,000, accorded by the termsofthe 
constitution to the children of the sovereign 
and of the princes of Asturias, that is to say, 
to the princes and princesses who are infants 
and infantas by right of 2 seeing that 
his mother was princess of Asturias.

“MAKING THE FRESHMAN TEAM” 
is its title and T. Truxtun Hare the au- 
thor. The hero of this story comes from 
an academy and enters upon the life of a 
freshman, coming out at the end of the 
-year a hero of the football team and a prom- 
ising man for the following season. 

The other two books are for girls. One, 
„ BEATRICE LEIGH AT COLLEGE,” by 
Julia A. Schwartz, is the story of a young 
girl's first year at college, and is well writ- 
ten and full of interesting college larks. 
The other, BETTY WALES, SENIOR,” 
by Margaret Warde, will be welcomed by 
many friends who have watched Betty as 
freshman, sophomore, and junior. Those 
who have read, the other three books will 
be sure to want this fourth one, and those 
who get this story of her senior days first 
will ge back and read the other three. 

Thomas W. Higginson, in his thoroughly in- 
teresting “LIFE AND TIMES OF STE- 
PHEN HIGGINSON ' (Macmillan) brings 
to view not only some of the strongest and 
most aggressive personalities of the epoch 
of the revolution, but as well some of the 
facts connected with the inside history as to 
how the weakly federated colonies were led, 
were indeed forced, to the creation of the na- 
tional union. aren Higginson of Boston, 
one of the strong men of his time, appears to 


have been one of the first to see, and influ- | 


entially to say, what must be done to save the 
country from confusion and anarchy worse 
than British oppression. A particularly 
piquant and refreshing story. 

Those who love books of adventure and ex- 
ploration, and who does not? will be pleased 
to know that a cheaper edition (imported by 
Charles Scribner's Sons) of THE VOYAGE 
OF THE DISCOVERY ” has made its ap- 
pearance. The recital by Capt. Scott of the 
journey of the Discovery expedition to 
the antarctic regions is the record of one 
of the notable geographical achievements of 
the last hundred years. While it missed its 
object of reaching the south pole, it correct- 
ed many mistaken ideas of the desolate lands 
and waters of that region, and discovered 
some new things which added materially to 
our knowledge. Not the least notable thing 
about the trip was the fact that it demon- 
strated that such an expedition can be ac- 
complished with almost no friction of any 
sort. The volumes are illustrated by many 
photographs and maps, and they contaln 
information which must prove most import- 
ant data for future explorations in that di- 


rection. 


The curfous differences between the Jap- 
anese and the western spirit are nowhere so 
plainly revealed as in “HUMAN BULLETS’ 
(Houghton, Mifflin & Co.). From the title, 
one might jump at the conclusion that the 
book is a tissue of sensations. Certainly it 
is not, for it is merely Lieut. Tadayoshi Sa- 
kurai’s straightforward recital of his experi- 
ences in the campaign against Port Arthur. 
The title is justifiable—a figure of speech 
characteristically Japanese; the author has 
chosen it to signify the masses of living men 
that were hurled against the fortifications 
guarding the stronghold in desperate at- 
tempts to carry them by storm. And tt isa 
soldier's story of what he saw with his own 
eyes from the time he left home until he feu 
grievously wounded and was left for dead on 
the field. 

Lieut. Sakurai’s revelations convince me 
that there is a greater difference between the 
little yellow man and his white brother than 
that of mere color. We find him saying 
shamelessly and without reserve that it is a 
“delightful business to pursue a flying enemy, 
when they are shot from behind and fall like 
leaves in the autumnal wind.” Further on, 
he recalls it as a pleasant chase.“ And 
this same barbarian writes of wounded war 
horses on the battlefield: These loyal 
horses also are heroes who die a horrible 
death in the performance of duty. ‘Their 
memory ought to be held in respect and grati- 
tude.” And he warmly commends the pro- 
posal of a Buddhist, by name Doami, who 
has been urging an International Red Cross 
for horses such as there is for men.“ Again, 
he nalvely records that after Nanshan ‘a 
searchlight which had much impeded our 
efforts to get near the enemy under cover of 
night was damaged by our men in revenge, 
because they had been severely harassed 
by the machine.“ Now, it may be that the 
Japanese are candid where we are reticent. 
Perhaps that is ‘the sum of the difference. 
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Throughout the narrative breathes the 
spirit of lofty devotion to duty that made 
Gen. Nogi’s army invincible. There is no 
boasting, no self-glorification. The passion 
of patriotism that animated Nogi’s men was 
as the love of woman and religion rolled into 
one and multiplied Since some must fall, 
each went forth not expecting to return, and 
counting it the greatest of honors should he 
be one of those privileged to make the su- 
preme sacrifice of giving his life for his coun- 
try. Each human bullet went forth upon its 
errand hot with an enthusiasm that passes 
the western understanding, no more compre- 
hengible than the close and tender relations 
that exist between Japanese officers and their 
men. 

This remarkable book, which illuminates 
because the Japanese way of looking at 
things appears in it stripped of the customary 
occidental varnish, is put before us in a trans- 
lation that preserves to an unusual extent the 
characteristics of Japanese style, even at the 
expense of English idiom. The translator, 
Masujiro Honda, and the editor, Alice Mabel 
Brown, are entitled to praise for their share 
in the work. A striking featureof the book is 
a portrait of the author, reproduced in colors 
from a drawing made by him with Dis left 
hand after he had lost his right in battle.

Whatever it may have been, it is now 
a clean, bright, prettily staged play, with 
a plot as thin and uncertain as gossamer, a 
billowy chorus of young ladies, each of whom 
thinks she is quite as pretty as the star, and 
a half dozen vaudeville features of the best 
grade—and these are the principal ingredients 
of musical comedy. 

Personally it is a triumph for Miss Elsie, 
because she has become something more than 
the cute child of vaudeville whose next imi- 
tatlon was usually a not particularly apt 
imitation of this or that player of strongly 
individualized mannerisms. She even has im- 
proved greatly upon the romping cutup of

But her progress is decidedly noticea- 
ble, and the promise she gives in this, really 
her first year as an independent star, is most 
gratifying to one who has not always been 
free to admit that she was quite as wonder- 
ful as mother thought her.

“The Hoyden is a typical musical come- 
dy in that it has two young ladies and two 
young men. This combination distinguished 
it from the serious play with either two 
women and one man or two men and 
one woman. In the drama there must be 
a contest for the heroine’s heart, hand, and 
dowry, and, if; she has no dowry, then for 
the favor of her gloriously unique smile. In 
musical comedy there must as surely be a 
stern parent bent on marrying the heroine to 
the wrong man, with the right man waiting 
in the wings, with the quartet completed by 
a right girl for the wrong man, and likewise 
a right man forthe wrong girl. This makes 
a simple but sufficiently interesting compli- 
cation to introduce the music cues and the 
comedian. 

In The Hoyden,” which was originally 
French before Marie Tempest’s husband, 
Cosmo Hamilton, Anglicized it, and some one 
else Americanized the Anglicized version, 
Thomas Talbot wishes his daughtes, Lucy, 
to marry Harry Talbot, a near artist.

But it is so obviously a finer type than the 
average erman comedian that when it 
breaks into a season through which the 
other kind has been freely sprinkled it comes 
as a grateful and much desired relief. 

Cawthorn has been able to keep his Teuton 
away from the Tenderloin. He is an upper 
class German comedian, excepting his bul- 
bous nose (an adornment he does not need, 
by the way), and his nearest approach tothe 
lower strata in which his confreres delight 
to mix is the occasional use of more or less 
impolite profanity. His dialect is delight- 
fully twisted, and his method that of a fun 
maker who thoroughly enjoys himself a 
revels in the enjoyment of his audience. ie 
good nature is infectious, ‘and his sense of 
the ridiculous as spontaneous as it is true. 
Cawthorn is one of the few so-styled “ low ”’ 
comedians with an appreciation of what for 
a better name y be described as the dra- 
matic pause. His pauses are as eloquent in 
their way as those of Nat Goodwin, the 
most finished exponent of high comedy our 
stage can boast. 

Assisting Miss Janis, Cawthorn is this 
season at his best. He has forgotten the ex- 
periences of his first attempt at starring in 
that weird affair, Fritz of Tammany Hall,” 
which some one surreptitiously unloaded on 
him, and is again the Joe Cawthorn who 
made Alice Nielsen's tours in The Sing- 
ing Girl’ a pleasant memory with all who 
heard his story of the “little bird whose 
name vas Enza.

Among the comedian’s contributions to 
The Hoyden is a burlesque quartet that. 
is, to those who laugh at him at all, scream- 
ingly funny. He threatened to throw last 
night’s audience, which was particularly re- 
ceptive, into a hilarious spasm. 

However, let us return to the star. Miss 
Janis appears in several decidedly girlish and 
attractive costumes, sings a number of pretty 
songs, and dances gracefully and frequently. 
For her imitations she appears as a nobby ” 
youth and mimics Foy, Bernard, Cohan, and 
Carle, and for one of her songs she sings the 
chorus as Ethel Barrymore, Rose Stahl, and 
Anna Held might doit. Also there is the cus- 
tomary repetition of the Merry widow” 
waltz. 

In all particulars ‘The Hoyden is a 
worthy entertainment, entitled to the over- 
worked indorsement usually inspired by the 
presence of ‘“ mirth and melody.” It is an 
ideal holiday entertainment, and should 
have had the five weeks The Follies of 
1907 " disgraced instead of the single fort- 
night for which it is scheduled.
